About one in every thousand people in India is white, all

This, however, is never 
done nowyas it has been stopped by the British. 

he most remarkable custom among the Hindoos, and the 
one which most works, against thé rogress of the Indian as a 
citizen, is what is called ‘‘caste.”' In ancient times there were 
four ‘divisions, each of which kept separate from the others. and 
married wives who bélonged to their own division “or particular 
caste: and the children were of the parents’ caste. “The priests 
and teachers belonged to one caste called+Brahmins: and the 
‘soldiera to another. . These, and also the third taste were parts 
of a race which conquered. most of India; but the fourth caste 
were considered: as base born, because they belonged to: the 
conquered peoples; and ‘the conquerors believed that they weré 
not only superior in this world, but would be superior also. in 
thé next life. 
were superior to all others and the Warriors to the third caste. 
If a man‘ broke certain laws, even if he were not- to: blame, he 
was degraded from his own caste and became no better than 
one Of the base born; therefore it was held to be a terrible thing 
to lose caste. 


A Great Number of Divisions 


In timeeach of these great castes broke up into a number 
of smaller castes, -which ate just as particular about not marrying 
into other castes. High*easte people will:mot touch food cooked 
by low caste people; and if people eat certain kinds of food; tf 
they cross the sea or do many other things which seem to us 
not to'matter at all, they lose their caste, and can only sive 
themselves by suffering certain punishments. There is nothing 
the Hindoo fears as much as doing anything which will cause 
him to elose caste and there has often been, trouble because 
Europeans, not realizing how important this is to tbem, have 
made ruleg for soldiers or given orders to servants againta the 
caste rules. : ATR SA agua 

There are also sapred animals in India. ‘The most sacted’ of 
all is the cow, and to kill or injure a cow is a terrible’ sin tarehe 
eyes of a Hindoo., But on the other hand the Mussulmane think 
it a sin to hold ‘animale sacred or to pay honor ‘to images and 
idols. * 

British Rule 


All these Hindoos and Mussulmans are ruled over by the 
British. In about half the country all the people who. look 
after the Government are British, except that a few natives are 
allowed to share in the work. ; ‘ 

The other half of. India is made-up of a number of native 
states, ruled over by ‘their own native Princes, who generally 
have the title of Rajah or Maharajah, and these prifves, have: 
their own armies, although they are not allowed to have a sufii- 
cient number of soldiers to become dangerous. ' A British officer. 
who may be eith soldier or a member of the civil service. 
lives near the court/of these princes. Sometimes he is called (he: 
Resident and sometimes the Agent. It is his business to see 
that the native princes’ govern properly, though he does not inter- 


fere unless they govern really badly; and it is his business also .

of white] rie States, on the other side of 


the international line it is:true, in- 
deed, that raging blizzards origi- 
nate in midwinter as suddenly as 


cyclones do in midsummer, and} 


cause disasters unavoidable by 
even the most careful, But in 
Western Canada, common, ordi- 
nary precautions will. ensure safe- 
ty. Of course, at night a neWly 
settled prairie region offers no 
land mark for the unwary tender- 
foot who is attempting to make 
a shortcut home. If it is a sum- 
mer nighgt, the wayfarer who gets 
lost suffers no serious misadven- 
ture; but to get lost’on the prai- 
rie on q winter night may be a ser- 
ious matter. As fast as the coun- 
try fills with settlers, danger of 
this kind to the inexperienced is 
minimized by the ftequency of 
buildings and fences. The lesson 
for new settlers to learn is to 
stick to the beaten trail at night, 
or make sure of reaching shelter 
before dark. The winters of 
Western Canada are enjoyable 
and healthful, and there are 
plenty of men who have’ spent 
twenty ‘years|and more on_ the 
prairie without suffering even a 
frost bitten ear; but our winter 
weather is sometimé@s’such as to 
be neither enjoyable nor health- 
ful to the wayfarer lost in a vast 
expanse of plain at night.
